Receipts—Cattle, 377; Calves, 202; 
Hogs, 929; Sheep, 229. 

Another week of light receipts saw 
practically no change in the cattle 
market situation, as trading up to the 
close of last week was on the slow 
order due to a continued lack of de- 
mand for butcher~cattle, on the part 
of buyers. However, owing to the 
light offerings, salesmen were able to 
make a fairly good cleanup at the 
end of the week. So far this week, 
the better grades of butchers are 
moving somewhat more readily but at 
the same weak prices; common and 
medium kinds, on the other hand, are 
hard to move at draggy prices. 

Good butcher steers quoted at 
$5.25 to $5.50, choice up to $6.00, com- 
mon to medium §4.00 to $5.00. Good 
to choice heifers selling at $5.00 to 
$6.00, common to medium $4. 00 to 
$4.50. Best cows.are bringing $5.00, 
bulk of the ‘good kinds going at $4.25 
to $4.75, common to medium kinds at 
$3.00 to $4.00. Canners and cutters 
$1.00 to $2.00; bulls $1.00 to $2.50. 

The light arrivals of stockers and 
feeders are still finding a fairly 
ready outlet at fully steady prices, 

Stocker steers and heifers quoted 
at $3.50 to. $5.00, stocker cows at 
$3.00 to $4.00. 

Good activity continues on the calf 
market and sales are being made at 
prices which are showing‘a firm tone.

$1,000,000 LOSS 
IN C.N.R. BLAZE 


Fort William, Ont., Aug. 4.—Dam- 
age roughly estimated at more than 
a million dollars was suffered Sunday 
night when Canadian Nationals 
freight shed No. 2 was totally des- 
troyed by fire. The shed was almost 
completely filled with binder twine, 
only a few carloads having been ship- 
ped. Twenty-three cars loaded with 
newsprint, lying alongside the shed, 
were totally destroyed ‘before they 
could be moved away. 

In all fifty-one newsprint cars were 
stationed near the blazing shed, but 
yard engines were able: to draw 
twenty-eight of “them away from the 
danger zone before they caught fire. 
The burning cars, too, were coupled 
to engines and taken away to open 
areas, where they could burn out with- 
out further damage to surrouding 
buildings ‘or equipment.

ALBERTA’S CABINET 
REORGANIZATION TO 
BE MADE SHORTLY 


Edmonton, Aug. 1—Alignment of 
Provincial Cabinet portfolios, the ap- 
pointment of any new ministers and 
the creation of such department or 
departments as may be necessary ‘ag 
a result of the return of the natural 
resources will take place shortly after 
he returns from his holidays, early in 
September, declared Premier J. HB. 
Brownlee in an interview just prior 
to his departure for Hastern Canada 
yesterday. 

In the meantime, Hon. George 
Hoadley, Minister of Agriculture and 
Health, will be acting premier and 
Hon, R. G. Reid, Minister of Muni- 
cipal Affairs, will act on all ques- 
tions appertaining to the natural re- 
sources. 

In discussing the whole question of 
natural resources, the Premier said 
that, while in Winnipeg he would in- 
terview Premier John Bracken of 
Manitoba in regard to that province's. 
set up of organization and adminis- 
tration of resources, 

At Ottawa, “he would interview W. 
W. Cory, Deputy Minister of the In- 
terior and other officials of the same 
deparfment, in connection with a com- 
missioner of lands, to obtain, among 
other matters, their views on various 
policies to be adopted, such as wheth- 
er it was advisable to continue the 
‘granting of homesteads, number of 
Officials and sub-offices to be main- 
tained in operating the land depart- 
ment and the extent to which the 
present Dominion Government staff 
would be taken over by the Province. 

It is known that the Dominion de- 
sires to retain the services of some of 
its officials for continuation work. The 
would be taken over by the Province. 
problem is, who, if any, of the Ottawa 
Officials: are to come to Alberta. In 
Ontario the Premier will also study 
the form of organization for adminis- 
tration of the resources and especial- 
ly having in view the question of 
bringing the lands and mines under 
one branch and minister under two. 

The extent to which Dominion land 
Offices will link up with existing land 
titles offices will also be studied.

Alberta crops are ripening and fill- 
ing rapidly and wheat cutting will be 
fairly general over the central and 
souther parts of the provice by Aug. 
15, according to information compiled 
by the Calgary Herald for the seventh 
crop report of the season. . 

Satisfactory yields, ranging from 12 


to 30 bushels to the acre, are in pros- 
pect over the greater part of this 
area, in spite of the reduction follow- 
ing the dry period in the early grow- 
ing season. “Moisture has been suffi- 
cient in most districts to ensure good 
filling and a satisfactory growth of 
straw. 

Crops on summerfallow are 
ticularly good in the majofity 
districts. Oats are filling well 
barley is rapidly turning color. 
Many fields of barley will be ready 
for the binder during the coming 
‘week. Reports indicate that com- 
bines will be used to a greater ex: 
tent this year than in previous sea- 
sons, as they have replaced bind- 
ers on an, additional number of the 
larger wheat farms of the south.

reached between the provincial andi 
federal governments and ‘has \ been 
signed .in their behalf by Premier 
Brownlee and Hon. Charles Stewart 
respectively. The effect of the agree- 
ment is merely to fix the cut-off date, 
having no relation to other terms of 
the settlement. 

Under the previous agreement be- 
tween the two governments, as rati- 
fied iby the Imperial Parliament, 
August 1 was set as the date of 
transfer, and in the case of Saskat- 
chewan that date is being observed. 
The different procedure being fol- 
lowed in this province, however, 
has necessitated a change in the 
time for actually taking over. 

in both Saskatchewan and Mani- 
toba the provincial governments 
are loaning fiom the Dominion 
for one month, or longer, the use 
of its ‘administration staffs, of- 
ficials, and offices in connection 
with the resources, agreeing to let 
the federal authorities know by 
that time how much of such ma- 
chinery they wish to retain. 

Since a much greater 
faces Alberta in taking control of 
its domain, the government con- 
sidered it better to defer the formal 
transfer until October 1, the Domin- 
jon carrying on in the meantime 
as at present, with its full staffs 
and the administrative policies and 
methods now in force’ There will, 
as a result of the agreement, be no 
further alienation of any of the 
resources without consulting the pro- 
vincial government, and for some 
time past, indeed, all major questions 
in regard to such matters have been 
referred to the province before action 
has been taken. 

Premier’ Brownlee’ said before 
leaving for his holidays in the east 
that this arrangement puts both 
parties in a clear and definite posi- 
tion, with no chance of dispute as 
to responsibility financial or other- 
wise. 

Everything will be in readiness at 
this end of the line for the transfer 
on October 1, the premier declared. 
In his absence, Hon. R. G. Reid, pro- 
vincial treasurer, will be the minister 
in charge of all natural resource bus- 
iness, but there will be nothing in the 
way of permanent re-organization of 
the cabinet until the premier returns.

A wound in any part of the - body 

should be promptly and_ properly 
treated.

BETTER BUSINESS TONE ExX-' 
PECTED TO FOLLOW ELECTION 


. 


Irrespective of whether or not the 


outcome of the election meets the ap- 
proval of the individual, there is a na- 
tion wide relief that it is over and 
that the country can resume business 
on as broad a scale as home and for- 
eign economic conditions will permit. 

An election campaign, with its at- 
tendant uncertainties, unvariably af- 
fects business. It makes a bad busi- 
ness period worse and a good busi- 
ness period poor. There is the uncer- 
tainty as to what platform policies 
leaders will embrace to lure the voter, 
and then the uncertainty of the effect 
and time of the application of such 
policies. 


Very seldom in history have the 
policies of even a new ministry been 
so revolutionary in nature or so sud- 
den in application as to. throw the 
economic machinery out of gear, but, 
despite that fact, “business” is a de- 
cided!y nervous institution that ap- 
pears willing to shy at any possible 
innovation. 

There is no question but that busi- 
ness in Canada has been badly out of 
gear this past eight months, and in 
business may be included the basic 
industries of agriculture, mining and 
lumbering, as well as industries based 
upon our raw products, or upon im- 
ported materials. 

Indications are not wanting, how- 
ever, that a‘ swing towards better 
times is in prospect. ;'Both parties 
were more or less in’accord on many 
items of policy which should aid em- 
ployment, and employment is the fun- 
domental factor in the economic life.

Aug. 2.—If all the 
wealth in the Dominion of Canada 
were equally divided every citizen 
would have $2,996. This figure is the 
per capita wealth of Canada accord- 
ing to figures compiled by the Bureau. 
of Statistics for the year 1928, which 
Places the aggregate wealth of the 
Dominion, exclusive of undeveloped 
natural resources, at $28,940,000,000, 
an increase of $1,272,000,000 over the 
1927 estimate of $27,668,000,000. 

Individually the’ people of British 
Columbia are the wealthiest people 
in Canada, although Ontario ranks 
first among the provinées in total 
wealth..*;The per capita wealth of 
British’ “Columbia. is $4,339. Alberta 
comes second with $3,717, Saskatch- 
ewan third with $3,613, Ontario 
fourth with $3,063, 
with $2,986, and Quebec sixth with 
$2,759. Nova Scotia had the low- 
est figure, $1,589, while Prince Ed- 
ward Island had $1,759 and Néw 
Brunswick $1,877.

The diet of the population of Cana- 
da has been changing steadily in re- 
cent years to the benefit of the peo- 
ple and the change has produced 
economic effects of basic and wide- 
spread importance. 

There has bcen a trend toward a 
more diversified diet since the 
World War, with a rapid increase in 
the per capita use of vegetables, a 
decline in consumption _ of bread, 
corn meal and other cereals, and 
an increase. in. consumption of milk, 
sugar and fruit. After the war there 
was an increase for some years in 
the per capita consumption of meat, 
but that trend has been reversed and 
there has been a decline since 1924. 

‘The number of calories of food 
consumed per capita has declined. 
his has been ascribed to the 
more sedentary habits: of the people 
as the farm. population: has been re- 
duced and the city population increas- 
ed and as manual labor has been re- 
duced by machinery.
